1. Claim 16-17, 21-23 are allowable. Claims 18-19, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of an 
allowable claim.

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5. The subject matter of the independent claim would either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The prior art of record does not suggest or render 
obvious the combination as claimed specifically including a catheter having a lap joint 
between a metallic tubular member and a polymeric tubular member having an 
improvement being a functionalized titanate coupling agent disposed between the 
metallic tubular member and the polymeric tubular member in the lap joint and the 
functionalized titanate having a first functional group bonding adhesively to the metallic 
tubular member and the functionalized titanate having a second functional group 
bonding adhesively to the polymeric tubular member.
